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Claims 1-9 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 8-14 of copending Application No. 1 1/232,548. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented. 

Although somewhat differently worded, the instant claims recite the same process 
steps, intermediate mixture and final, purified, synthesized end product as the claims of 
'548. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Coffield patent 3,331,819. 
For product-by-process claim 9, methylcyclopentadiene manganese tricarbonyl, 
useable as a fuel additive is disclosed which is synthesized by a process employing 
addition or water and alcohol which are later removed (see especially column 1, line 60- 
column 2, line 26 and Example VIII of columns 4-5) . If necessary, the product 
disclosed by Spainhour has the properties of the claimed product (low amounts of water 
and alcohol), see In re Thorpe and In re SmithKline Beecham Corp. v Apotek Corp. 
CLAIMS 1- 8 ARE OTHERWISE ALLOWABLE 

Except for the Double Patenting Rejection, claims 1-8 are now otherwise 
distinguished. In McGuire et al of record and newly cited Coffield, the water and alcohol 
is removed from the product by extraction with acetone or with an evaporation or 
distillation step, not by adding more water.
